Concerning the Duties and Responsibilities the 
Members The American Institute Architects 


The profession architecture old and 
honorable profession and its successful practice re- 
quires imagination, long training the art 
design and the science construction and related 
matters, ability apply them practically and eco- 
nomically, and scrupulous integrity. Its practition- 
ers should command the confidence and respect 
their fellow practitioners, their clients and all 
who contribute the building operations, and 
the communities which they reside and practice. 

The profession one the factors the 
building industry, and for its livelihood depends 
those who build, but all factors the industry 
unique, that does not obtain its livelihood 
from the sale labor materials construction, 
but from fees for rendering professional services. 


Such services are personal services, founded 
mutual trust between those who render them and 
those for whom they are rendered, and the prin- 
ciple that the best interest those whom the 
services are rendered paramount. 

Advice and counsel constitute the services 
the profession. Given verbal, written, graphic 
form, they are normally rendered order that build- 
ings, their equipment and the improvement about 
them, addition being suited their purposes, 
well planned for health, safety, and efficient opera- 
tion and economical maintenance, and soundly con- 
structed materials and methods most appro- 
priate and economical for their particular uses, shall 
have beauty and distinction that lift them above 
the commonplace. 
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the purpose the profession architec- 
ture render such services from the beginning 
the completion project. 

The fulfillment that purpose forwarded 
retarded every time architect performs 
architectural service. renders the highest 
quality service capable giving, enhances 
the importance and usefulness the profession; 
fails so, depreciates them and discredits 
the purposes the profession. Particularly should 
his drawings, specifications, and other documents 
complete, definite and clear concerning his intentions, 
the scope the contractors’ work, the materials and 
methods construction used therefor, and 
the conditions under which the construction work 
completed and paid for. 

Architects should unite fellowship with the 
other members the profession their professional 
organizations, and their full share the work 
those organizations. They should accept men- 
torship the young men who are entering the 
profession, leading them full understanding 
the functions, duties, and responsibilities archi- 
tects. They should inspire the loyal interest their 
employees, providing suitable working conditions 
for them, requiring them render competent and 
efficient services, and paying them adequate and just 
compensation therefor. They should seek oppor- 
tunities constructive service civic affairs, 
and, the best their abilities, advance the safety, 
health, and well-being the community which 
they reside, promoting therein the appreciation 
good design, the value good construction, and the 
proper placement structures, and the adequate 
development and adornments the areas about 
them. 

Every architect should, member that 
profession, his full part forward the objectives 
and maintain the dignity and solidarity his pro- 
fession. incumbent him, the conduct 
his practice, maintain wholly professional atti- 
tude towards his fellow architects and those 
serves, and respect punctiliously the hall-marks 
that distinguish professional practice from non-pro- 
fessional enterprise. 

The hall-marks profession can not par- 
ticularized any document, but certain procedures 
architect would distinctly inimical the 
profession architecture, such as: 


Offering his services any basis other than that 
competence and experience 

Supplanting attempting supplant another 
architect after definite steps have been taken 
client toward employing the other architect 

Engaging the business construction con- 
tracting during his practice architect; 

Investing any enterprise having any business 
relations personal interests that may tend dis- 
credit his freedom act impartially and independ- 
ently the best interests those who depend 
his judgment and acts; 

Making knowingly any deceptive statement his 
client the probable cost his building project 
the time its completion 

Making any guarantee the cost the time 
completion any project, the performance 
any construction 

Accepting taking compensation, fees, other

tion’s Code Ethics were higher than those 
The Institute. 

Mr. Leigh Hunt, State Association Representa- 
tive The Board The Institute, next presented 
report his work visiting Chapters and 
State Associations. described many his expe- 
riences throughout the country and said that inas- 
much always, direction The Institute 
Board, worked through the Chapters, found that 
spent great deal his time explaining 
Institute members just what The Institute was. 
described the balloting necessary for State 
Association become affiliated with The Institute 
and said that had been his experience that there 
was little any friction between State Associations 
and Chapters. spoke length the representa- 
tion the Chapters and the State Associations 
Institute Conventions and said that was the duty 
the State Associations affiliate and make use 
this means expression. spoke again the 
3,000 Institute members among 14,000 architects 
the country and how these 3,000 were carry- 
ing the burden for the remainder, who, whether 
not they were aware it, were receiving con- 
stantly the benefits which The Institute had been 
able obtain for the profession whole, its 
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Contract Documents, its Schedule Charges, and 
its prestige. ended with plea that architects 
should pay more attention the business side 
their profession and take more interest its pro- 
fessional organization. 

Mr. William Nolting, past Presi- 
dent the Baltimore Chapter and past Regional 
Director the Middle Atlantic District, stated 
that one point when the N.R.A. Code for Archi- 
tects was under consideration, the committee 
charge had been faced the officials Washington 
with the fact that The Institute represented but 
three out fourteen thousand architects and that 
they had then sent telegrams their state association 
representatives and other local bodies. The sub- 
stance their replies was that the 8,000 architects 
were willing and glad that The Institute should 
represent them before the authorities. 

Mr. Frederick Fletcher, past Presi-
